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Construction officially began on 
new county jail in New Brockton

One of Coffee County's age old 
controversies was laid to rest Mon- 
day morning at 10:00 a.m. when 
county officials broke ground for the 
new county jail. 

Coffee County Chairman Billy 
Eagerton told a crowd of about fifty 
people that county officials were ex- 
cited about the fact that a new jail fa- 
cility was being constructed, "It's 
something that we have been work- 
ing on for several years," he said. 

Commission members were 
joined by architects, Lynn Seymour 
and Jane Lisenby, the contractor, J. 
Kinson Cook, — sub-contractors, 
county law enforcement officers and 
City of New Brockton officials at the 
construction site located in New 


~ Brockton. 


The actual site of construction is 


adjacent to the Farm Center complex 
in the fair grounds area. 

The official beginning date of 
construction for the jail is August 1 
with completion scheduled to be 
eleven months later. 

Eagerton stated that the construc- 
tion of the new jail will be a "step 
forward for all of Coffee County." 

"We hope to be in it within the 
next twelve months," Edgerton said. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
responded, "We don't hope that 
we're going to be in it (the jail) - we 
hope that someone else will be in it!" 

After the ground breaking or rath- 
er the ground scratching, Eagerton 
told reporters that the total price tag 
on the new jail is $2.7 million. This 
figure includes construction costs, 
architects’ fees, bond sale fees and 
the installation of a sewer system. 
He said that the jail is designed to 
house 97 or 98 inmates and also, the 
facility will house the sheriff's of- 
fice, 
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Nancy Brunson and Carolyn Brunson as they put up signs indicating the 
way to the Elba First Assembly of God Church where the blood drive will 


be held.

Both Eagerton and New Brock- 
ton's Mayor, Jim Driskell, feel that 
the construction of the new jail in 
New Brockton could possibly be a 
boost to the town's economy. 

Driskell said that those visiting 
the jail will possibly need gas and 
something to eat. 

He stated that he has heard no 
negativism by citizens of the town 
toward the construction of the new 
jail in New Brockton.

kell plans are presently being made 
to furnish city sewage not only to the 
new jail facility, but to the Farm 
Center complex and other residences 
and businesses in the area.

Joel Folmar, District Attorney for 
the Twelfth Judicial District, offi- 
cially announced the formation of a 
Drug Task Force. The purpose of 
this agency will be to direct the war 
on drugs in Pike and Coffee 
Counties. 

Last Thursday in an early morn- 
ing press conference attended by the 
media and representatives from area 


law enforcement agencies, Folmar, 


Stated that during the early part of

forces to form a Drug Task Force.

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The Adopt-A-Family Program is 
being administered by the Cof- 
fee County Extension Service 
with Sandra Coffey serving as 
program coordinator. Mr. Glenn 
Vaughan is coordinating the 
DHR's efforts in the program 
with the Extension Service. 


Agencies participating are the 
Coffee and Pike County Sheriff's 
Departments; Elba, Enterprise, Kins- 
ton, New Brockton and Brundidge 
and Troy Police Departments; Troy 
State University Campus Police and 
the District Attorney's Office. 

The Alabama State Troopers, Al- 
abama Bureau of Investigation, Ala- 
bama Beverage Control Agency, 
and Federal Drug Enforcement 
Agency will also be working with 
the Drug Task Force. 

Folmar's office was very instru- 
mental in obtaining, through ADEC 
‘(Alabama Department of Econom- 
ic Affairs), a Federal Drug Grant for 
$200,000 to be used in funding the 
task force. 

The grant monies will be matched 
by local participating agencies put- 
ting up an additional 25%. 

Coordinating the agency. will be 
the district attorney's office With the 
Pike County Commission handling 
the administrative duties. 

Folmar said that the manpower 
available to fight the war on drugs 
has tripled since the formation of the 
task force and it has brought about 
an effective coordinated effort 
among the agencies mentioned 
above. 

"Drugs continue to be a problem 


in our society,". Folmar said, “and: 


within the past twelve months 152 
narcotic arrests have been made in 
the City of Enterprise.”

United States Senator Richard 
Shelby announced Thursday, July 
27, that Senate action is expected 
within the next two weeks on the En- 
ergy and Water Development Appro- 
priations bill for the Fiscal Year 
1991, Passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives on June 19,1990, H. R. 
5019 supplies funds for water re- 
sources development programs and 
related activities of the Department 
of the Army Corps of Engineers’ 
Civil Works Program, among other 


programs. 

Included in the Report on H, R. 
5019, prepared by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, was an al- 
location for a study of flood control 
for the Choctawhatchee and Pea Riv- 
er Basins. The Committee Report 
stated: "The Committee is aware of 
the recent flooding in the Pea River 
Basin in Alabama and has provided

Street value of the drugs and nar- 
cotics seized in Enterprise was esti- 
mated to be over $50,000.00 


Within the same period of time, , 


the Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment has recorded nine arrests with 
the street value totaling over 
$100,000.00 in drugs and narcotics. 

Folmar stated that statistics show 
that in Pike County forty-eight nar- 
cotic arrests have been made with 
thousands of dollars in drugs and 
narcotics being seized. Numerous 
automobile and other items of per- 
sonal property have been seized and 
condemned by the Courts. 

According to Folmar, tie proper- 
ties seized in drug cases will be auc- 
tioned off to the highest bidder by 
the Courts and the monies received 
will be used to fund the task force. 

Authorities said that it takes ap- 
proximately 6 - 8 months for the le- 
gal process to run its course before 
the confiscated property can be sold. 

With the lines of communications 
opened up between the different 


agencies, it is anticipated that the 
war on drugs in Pike and Coffee 
Counties will become even more ef- 
fective. The agencies will have a bet- 
ter means of sharing information. 

Folmar stated that grand juries in 
Coffee and Pike counties were called 
into special session last week and 
jointly returned 163 _ indictments 
charging defendants with felony pos- 
session, felony distribution and at- 
tempted distribution of controlled 
substances. 

The Task Force, along with other 
law enforcement officials, are pres- 
ently serving the writs handed down 
by the gfand juries. Arraignments on 
the cases are set for August 1 in Pike 
County and August 2 in Coffee 
County - Enterprise Division. 

In response to a reporter's ques- 
tion, Folmar stated that crack co- 
caine seemed to be the most widely 
used drug at the present time and 
also, there is no certain age group us- 
ing drugs. Folmar said, " There are 
old ones and there are young ones!"

Almost everyone who has lived 
any length of time on this earth has 
at some point in their life raised the

His 

voice is in the thunder, which is 

heard all over the world, His 
strength is in the lightning, which 
can split a solid rock. When an- 

gered, His wrath can be as a 

mighty storm, which rages over 

the land, but His mercy is shown, 
and is given, like a gentle rain, 
upon the grass, and His peace if 
shown, as of the dove, the most 
humble of all. His love is as a 
mother's love for her child, that 
she holds with such care, and His 
life is as the blood that flows 
through man, and His pureness is 
as the lamb, with it's coat so 
white and fair, His beauty is as 
the flowers, which is beyond 
compare, and His light is as the 
brightness of the sun, which 
lights the earth by day.

"It is hard to believe that it has 
been four months since I witnessed 
first hand the deadly devastation to 
the southeastem part of our state 
caused by flooding in mid-March. 
Since returning to Washington, | 
have joined with Senator Heflin in 
attempting to find out just what can 
be done to prevent this type of disas- 
ter from occurring again. Part of our 
response was to meet with officials 
of the Army Corps of Engineers a 
week after our tour of the flooded ar- 
eas in March, At that meeting, we 
discussed whether or not a wa- 
tershed on the upper Pea River 
would have prevented the damage to 
this part of our state. We were told 
that only a preliminary study had 
been completed on the possibility of 
locating such a watershed on the 
upper Pea River," Senator Shelby 
observed. 


By working through both the Ap- 
propriations Committee and the En- 
vironment and Public Works Com- 
mittee, the Senators were able to 
alert their colleagues of the dire need 
for a more comprehensive study of 
flood control mechanisms on the Pea 
River. 

Senator Shelby said he also antic- 
ipates an allocation of $300,000 
from the Subcommittee on Agricul- 
ture and Related Agencies of the Ap- 
propriations Committee for Soil and 
Water Conservation Service involve- 
ment in the study. With a combined 
appropriations of $700,000, the 
Army Corps of Engineers and the 
Soil and Water Conservation Service 
will have the funding necessary to 
complete a more comprehensive 
study of Flood control, water supply 
and other water resource needs in the 
Choctawhatchee and Pea River Ba- 
sin.

New Brockton CC review

New Brockton's Comprehensive 
Plan to be used in planning the city's 
growth for the next 5 to 10 years was 
presented to the city council for re- 
view. 

In presenting an overview of the 
plan, Lenwood Herron of Southern 
Research Center, Inc. informed the 
councilmen that New Brockton was 
one of only six municipalities in the 
whole State of Alabama receiving a 


| grant to fund the preparation of the 


comprehensive plan. 


Some of the points stressed by | 


Herron in his brief overview were as 
foliows: the town of New Brockton 
is composed of 6,400 acres or ap- 
proximately 10 square miles of land 
area, there is a need for new housing 
(a large percentage of the homes in 
the town are 40-50 years old), an in- 
crease in the city's water supply 
should to be considered, sewage and 


solid waste disposal needs to be , 


Studied and an indepth study of the 
town's recreational needs and facili- 
ties is also needed. 

The plan stated a need for the re- 
pavement of the streets which have 
been patched after the installation of 
sewage lines several years ago and 


the paving of remaining dirt streets ! 


within the corporate city limits. 

Herron stated that the city's total 
budget, including the water and sew- 
age departments was approximately 
$400,000 to $450,000 which indi- 
cates that the city is "strapped for 
funds." Plans for increasing the city 
revenue needs to be studied and de- 
veloped. 

In closing, Herron asked the 
councilmen to review the copy of 
the plan that he had furnished them 
and to make any corrections and/or 
additions that they wished to make.
